FORTY-SECOND ANNIVERSARY OF 
THE ADVENT OF MODERN SPIR- 
ITUALISM IN NEW YORK CITY.

A large congregation of people gath- 
ered in Adelphi Hall on Bunday after- 
noon, March 30:h, to celebrate the 
Forty-Sccond Anniversary of the Birth 
of Moderu Spiritualism. The platform 
wus occupied by the principal speakera 
and artists, and tastefully decorated 
with palma, tropical plants and bou- 
quets of rare flowers. 

The opening address, by Mr. Henry 
J. Newton, was as followe: 

We have again come together to cele- 
brate tbe anniversary of the advent of 
Modern Spiritualiem, Forty-two years 
bave come and gone since tbis great 
event came to the world, an event of 
more vital import than any which bas 
preceded it. The great inventions of 
of thie century, the steam engine, the 
electric telegraph and photograpby, al- 
thougb wonderful to contemplate, and 
far-reaching as their beneficial effecta 
have been, yet in my estimation the ef- 
fect of all these great improvements is 
small and limited when compared to 
the universal effect and influence of 
Modern Spiritualista, and since its ad 
vent there has never been a period 
when its claims were so generally ad- 
mitted, and so universally respected. 
Never has there been a time when 
there has been so deep and profound an 
interest manifested in tbe subject, and 
especially to the wonderful clasa of 
phenomena manifested through medl- 
ums in this and in other countries, as 
at present. 

There sre many things which have to 
be repeated on these anniversary occa- 
mong, and which cannot be repeated 
too frequently. In the minds of many 
Spiritualists there seems a misappre- 
hension in reference to the relation of 
Modern to Ancient Spiritualism. Some 
seem to think the difference is bardiy 
worth talking about. This arises frum 
& misapprehension of the facts involved. 
I think it will not require a very criti- 
cal examination to tring one to the 
conclusion that between Ancient and 
Modern Spiritualism there is a vast 
difference.

called prophets, and were aupposed to 
be in direct comuunication with the 
gods or angels and archangels, and that 
these angels were a special creation and 
bore po nearer relation to human be- 
ings tban did the gods. The fact that 
a buman being in tbe spirit world 
could communicate with a human be- 
fog in the mundane sphere had not 
taken definite und tangible form. 

It is true there are one or two occur- 
rences on record, such as the story of 
the tranefiguration before Peter, James 
and John, where Moses and E'las were 
said to have appeared avd talked, and 
one other which is said to have oc- 
curred on the isle of Patmos. There 
two stories were not believed at the 
time, and, judging from the place and 
influence they have had in Christianity, 
have not been believed eince. 

Modern Spiritualism has swept all tbe 
superstition away and its peratcious in- 
fluences. It has brought us into intelli- 
gent communication with buman be- 
ings, with our relatives and friends 
and our beloved in the spirit world. It 
ig natural, reasonable and rational; it 
has no conflict with science or truth 
wherever found. It has banished bell 
and the devil, told us of what heaven 
is, and how to earn here on earth a 
beautiful bome over there. ‘This is 
what we celebrates to-day. 


Mra. M. E. Williams then followed 
with an interesting address. “Mr. Pres- 
ident,” said she, “you are aware that we 
are here to day convened togzther to 
rejoice that we are Spiritualists, to ac- 
knowledge it by celebrating the Forty- 
Second Anniversary of Modern Spirit 
ualism. White we speak of Modern 
Spiritualism aod love it because it bas 
taught us to-day we realiz: the fact as 
intel/tgent Spiritualists that Spiritual 
ism is as old as the birth and death of 
map. The president referred to the 
condition of Ancient compared witb 
Modern Spiritualism. Toere is indeed 
a vast difference, but we take it that 
tbe difference comes from the fact that 
this is a more intelligent age, that you 
are prepared aga people by your own 
intelligence, your own growth and by 
the unfoldment of evolution to receive 
the acience, philosophy and religion of 
Modern Spiritualism understandipgly 
as our ancient friends were not. We 
do know that Spiritualism existed and 
has been handed down to us through 
ancient history, especially through that 
known as Sacred Scripture, but the 
Spirituallem of to-day, which ie only 
forty-two years old, is known and ac- 
cepted as Modern Spiritualism. 

What has it done? It has grown 
stronger and marched grandly on until 
to-day throughout your world, throvgh- 
out every bumble home almost, you 
will find altare erected to its recogni- 
tion. It is spreading, it Is growlog 
stronger. Because of your growth and 
understanding you can accept it as a 
great truth. We as Spiritualists realize 
what it has done as those who bave not 
had this blessed knowledge cannot. We 
acknowledge Its benetit to us inspira 
tionally, but claim that the moat vital 
fact is the demonstration of the soul's 
immortality. 

Is there any other religion or philos 
ophy known to you that has given us 
thie fact or demonstrated this grand 
truth of the soul’s existence and the 
possibility of its return after death? 
None, my friends. Heuce you will all 
concede that for this truth you have 
got to come to Spiritualism, seek there 
with a hopeful, trustful, clean condition 
and it can give your souls rest. 

It is moving the world to-day from 
centre to circumference. It may not be 
ackoowledged by those who would, 
with their seifishness and ignorance, 
annibilate it, but it has come to atay. 
We Know the power of Spirituallem to- 
day. Its influence will cause kings to 
lay aside their crowns, priests to dls- 
robe, snd sbow you that the tolling 
musees are slowly watching the sun- 
shine of the light rising over the hill- 


this evolight will be Modern Spiritual- 
jum, quickening the growth and cultl- 
vating the soul toa higher kuowledge 
of nature. Spiritualism has removed 
the dread uf deatb. Death! it fa beauti- 
ful because it is natural, as natural as 
birth, Yes; death to us is the new birth 
which gives ua eternal life. Spirita do 
not die. It is eternal progress. We 
should endeavor to assimilate all its 
truths here, tbat our heaven may begin 
below. It ia the doctrine of Spiritualism 
to Ilve accordlng to the light, and If you 
assimilate the Knowledge given by the 
)spirit and spirit return und by its glori- 
ous philosophies, you will be a better 
aod wiser people. 

Spiritualism has come to stay. The 
world has no need for rejecting it. It 
li» a facit; and asa fact it is a eclence; 
and as a science it is a philosophy, It is 
a religion, it beautifies all pature and 
enables us to deal justly with one an- 
other, to Jove our neighbors and do 
righteously. That which Jesus taught 
so long ago seems to be forgotten, but 
we are taught by Spiritualism thut we 
must depend on our individual self, we 
are personally responsible for our deeds 
we have no vicarious atonement, but as 
men and women are stimulated by 
trutb, as the foundation upon which we 
shall stand to look on and forever pro- 
gress throughout thia and the otber life. 


Prof. W. E. Baldwin spoke as follows: 

“Mr. President, Lidies and Gentle- 
mep:—When I received the invitation 
to be with you [ was gratified to learn 
that I was to speak but ten minutes, 
and I will try to fulfill that engage- 
ment. 

“While listening to the songs that in- 
terluded our addresses, it seemed to me 
that our friends could not take us much 
nearer to God than they did, because 
they carried us back to the sweetest aud 
holiest sentiments of our nature. 

We hear a great deal in these days 
and read considerable of the occult 
forces, and I wish to speak very briefly 
of one. It is the occult power of good 
will. It seems to me that this idea that 
has been in the common language so 
long bas lost its relative supremacy 
upon the mind. I see a man hunting 
his fellow men but never find bim very 
successful. Ill will, alike occult and in- 
visible, as all power is invisible without 
any exception—ill will disintegrates, 
destroys, breaks down, mara, defacea, 
puts a black mark upon every man who 
gives way to it, recoils upon the man 
or woman who hunts bis or her fellow 
men witb an evil design. Ou the con- 
trary, good will iə constructive. Ill will 
belog destructive and disintegrating, 
good will is constructive. It is the 
builder of nations. What was our na- 
tional Declaration of Independence but 
an expression of good will to all man- 
kind, entitied to the same righte and 
privileges? So that nations are built 
upon the eentiment of good will; Justice 
incorporated in the syatem becomes the 
doctrine of good will manifested in the 
form of justice which declares that 
every man and woman has rights that 
are to be respected before God and 
man. Never yet In the world bave I 
oud a man successful who pursues his 
fellow man with evı) design. He may 
get his wish, just as the burglar who 
creeps Into your house to steal gets your 
money. But that money is cursed from 
the begloning, it has the mark of Cain 
upon it, it will recoil and bring him to 
ruin. This I know, that in puraving 
the course of criminals, that though a 
man bea thlef and successtul villian, 
eventually he fails. 

Now I belleve it is because thie is a 
philosophical truth. This doctrine of 
good willis at the basis of all growth 
and progress, at the basis of all tbat is 
desirable In soclety, that is desirable in 
the community, that is desirable in the 
home, all that ja desirable in the inter.

I tind a very few newspapers 
of this class for which tbis school of 
philosophy is distiuguished, {it ought to 
be extinguished,) but I never knew a 
paper to get money by defaming those 
who were defenseless and succeed ult!- 
mately. There is a stamp of wrong 
upon it. The people feel it. It is the 
iconoclast’s work and not the work of 
the buman heart, which says, if my 
brother err let me belp him, instead of 
bringing a!l the force of the opinions of 
society upon that man or woman to 
crush bim or her down. That is not 
the way to build up, that ie the way to 
create oppression, distress, unhappiness, 
unrest. There is enough good to be 
done without spending time upon the 
evil. There is more to be done jn this 
direction than by destruction. Honest 
contest 1s THIF wud ovblo-aad-right; vat 
to pursue &@ man or woman with an 
evil design is a shame to humanity. 

Mrs Amanda Spence suid: 

We can take a retrospective view of 
the forty-two years recognized since the 
advent of Modern Spiritualism. To 
view the course we can only glance 
here and there, being compelled to take 
an electric pass over these forty-two 
years. But what has been accomplish- 
ed? Before Judge Eimunds entered 
into spirit life he made a sort of esti- 
mate of how many Spiritualiste there 
were in the United States. I think he 
estimated some eleven millions, aud 
that has been nearly or quite twenty 
years ago. Has Spiritualism been quiet 
during that period? If eleven millions 
were interested at that time what must 
there be now of the sixty odd milllons 
of inhabitants of the Uaited States? 
Nota majority, perhaps, but a larger 
number than you imagine. 

But now, say some, and we admit 
that all Spiritualists are equally siocere, 
we should cultivate the spirit of kind- 
ness—and we will after awhile. But 
you must remember you are all young. 
Forty-two years is nota long time to 
give to a human being, taking one view 
of it. What is forty years to eighteen 
hundred years? and that eighteen huv- 
dred years bas been spent in building 
creede and holding the human héart in 
bondage, in making authority for man- 
kind to become obedient to and kneel 
to. Pope, priesta, cardinals, bishops, 
all the various classes and degrees of 
authority beth in the Catholic and 
Protestant churches bave been laboring 
constantly to hold the human mind in 
bondage and not allow a man to think 
for himself. He must ask his minister, 
he must conform to bis church. But 
where are you to-day, after forty-two 
years free thinking? You are not all 
free, and It requires some prety severe 
testing to know to what extent you are 
free. You do not Know yourself until 
you are tried.

Two atoms of matter, as oxygen and hy- 
drogen, unite by chemical affinity and be 
come a molecule; but neither atoms or 
molecules, as such, ever become living en- 
tities; and, notwithstanding atoms of mat- 
ter have cohesive and repelling force 
where brought in contact; yet, so far as 
each separate atom is concerned, the prin- 
ciple of inertia holds good.

Socrates, once upon a time, finding him- 
relfin a great emotion over a slave, cried 
out tohim: “I would beat you if I wee 
not angry!” 

Socrates was a philosopher—a reasoner 
on human nature, including self as the 
centre of attraction, and on whom he 
based his truths or knowledge of facts. 

He knew thatno man could be master 
of another until he was master over him- 
self. He knew that mental force was 
naught in anger, and thus governed him- 
self accordingly. 

Would that all men and women could 
take a lesson from this by remembering 
the words of Socrates when in anger. It 
would not only save them from much to 
regret, but finally free them from this ugly 
emotion—this ungenteel and unepiritual 
impulse of the spirit. Not of the soul, but 
of the soul’s envelope, that semi-angelic 
and semi-animalistic covering and body 
which the soul needs in the tuture life to 
manifest through, and just as it needs‘a 
physical body for the same purpose in ma- 
terial life. 

The soul, of course, gives the spirit life 
or motion, but it partakes of the physical 
nature of man as well, and our combat 
here is to overcome animalism and permit 
the soul nature to gain the supremancy 
over the spirit body.
